BEST NEWS OF THE YEAR? 


Hooray!, yesterday the SARL received the long awaited letter from the Depart- 
ment of Communications which confirms that the amendments to the Radio 
Regulations had been signed by the Minister of Communications. But, do not 
rush in, we have still to wait a little bit longer. The amended regulations will 


only come into force once they have been published in the Government gazette 
which will happen during the next two weeks. In the meantime, however, there 
is nothing to stop ZR licence holders to prepare themselves to apply for a ZS 
licence in accordance with one of the provisions in the new regulations. An 
item will be included in next week’s bulletin which will highlight the changes 
and what we may and may not in the future. 


ANNUAL REMBERANCE SERVICE 


The annual remembrance service for radio amateurs who died in service for 
South Africa will be broadcast today, Sunday 14 November at 10:45 over the 
transmitters of Radio Sonder Grense. Amateur Radio Mirror International will 
also relay the service on 7 082, 9 750 and 17 700 kHz. 


The service will be conducted in Afrikaans by Ds. Hannes Enslin, ZR6JDE, 
minister of the NG Congregation Silverton. Radio amateurs are requested to 
maintain radio silence during the transmission of the service. 


SARL HF FIELD DAY 


The second leg of the SARL HF Field Day is on the air over this weekend of 13 
and 14 November 2004 and started at 12:00 CAT yesterday and ends 24 hours 
later. This is the last SARL contest for 2004. 


The aim of the contest is to involve southern African stations in a competitive 
and sociable event held under simulated emergency conditions as well as to 
acquaint the public with the capabilities of Amateur Radio. The contest is 
open to all licensed radio amateurs in southern Africa. 


The 160, 80, 40 and 20 m bands are the only bands permissible with CW and 
SSB the only modes that may be used.

HAM RADIO CIRCUMNAVIGATING THE ANTARCTIC 


This news item about an upcoming, exciting event has been obtained from 
WIANews. 


Call this one ham radio across the Antarctic. It started back on September 
14th, when the famed yacht “Apostol Andrey” started out to circumnavigate 
the area while carrying an operational ham radio station. During the trip the 
yacht will travel around the shores of the Antarctica without going further 
to the North beyond the 60th parallel which is the border of the Antarctic 
region in accordance with the International Agreement. The crew will try to 
establish a record for penetrating sailing yachts crossing the 70th parallel south 
latitude. And for ham radio here’s the best part. The skipper of the “Apostol 
Andrey” is Nikolay Andrey, R3AL. He plans to be on the air from the Antarctic 
area starting this December and continuing through March of 2005. Andrey 
has the QSL cards already printed for this expedition and the ship also has 


an official Russian postmark onboard and a special postal stationary envelope 
for this expedition.

CQ WW SSB CONTEST 2004: 


ZS6MG operated from Namibia as V55V in CQ WW SSB contest 30/31 October 
in SINGLE OP ALL BAND category. 


During 40 hours of operation a total number of 3500 QSO’s were made and 5,4 
million points, which set a new ZONE 38 record for this category in this contest.

PROPAGATION REPORT 


Kobus, ZS6KOB reports that the sunspot number see-sawed quite a lot over the 
last few days, but inclined steeply downwards since the 9th, a tendency which 
is most likely to continue for the next couple of days. On Thursday it was 50,6 
against last week’s 86,9- thus quite a large decrease. This relatively low sunspot 
number therefore had a great influence on the dx-bands. On 9 and 10 November 
there were extraordinary stormy conditions with sun winds reaching 903km/sec 
- possibly the highest in a very long time. These stormy conditions were classed 
as class 12 - the highest since 28 October 2003. Conditions may improve today 
as a result of a corona mass influx towards earth. In general the propagation 
conditions must be seen to be extremely weak. The expected average sunspot 
number for November is estimated as 31,0.
